Action Against Alderman. 


A petition for a writ of quo warranto 
has beon filed by L. W. Brown of Ver- 
non in behalf of himself ‘‘and all other 
good and lawful: citizens of said Ver- 
non,’’ asking .that one George E. 
Alderman, proprietor. of the South 
Vernon house, show wherein he is 
legally holding a license to sell liquor 
in that part of Vermont wherein he is 
located. Mr. A his petition 
avers that the patrons of Mr. Alder- 
man's hostelry are addicted to the habit 
of becoming intoxicated, boisterous and 
discourteous, and accordingly he prays 
that the supreme court of Vermont 
command Mr. Alderman to show that 
he is lawfully exercising tho right to 
deal in liquor at the spocific point he 
is at present located. 

Under sections 128 and 183- of the 
acts of 1908, it is not lawful for a 
license to be issued for the sale of 
liquor nearer than two miles from the 
state line unless such license shall be 
issued in the principal village of the 
town in which case it may be situated 


nearer the line than two miles. Mr. Northfield, 


Brown in his petition avers that Mr. 
Alderman's ‘bar is located within 60 
feet of the Massachusetts state line 
and 25 rods from the New Hampshire 
line, and is accordingly not entitled to 
cater to the thirsty under the statute 
cited above. Judge Rowell of the su- 
preme court directed Friday that a 
copy of {the complaint be served upon 
Mr. Alderman and the same was done 
Satur ast) Judge Rowell directed that 
Mr. Alderman file his auswer within 
six days aud that the complainant is to 
take and file his testimony in ten days 
after the answer of Mr, Alderman; that 
said Alderman is to file his temtimony 
within ten days after the filing of the 
complainant’s and Mr. Brown is to 
have five days in which to rebut from 
the date of the filing of Mr. Alderman's 
testimony. The testimony will be 
presented to the sapreme court the 
second Tuesday of next October. 
Meantime there is a possibility that a 
restraining order may be issued in the 
case. & 

Ohase & Daley appear for Mr. Brown. 
Alderman applied ‘for a license and the 
commissioners gave him one although 
there was opposition of Attorney Daley, 
representing L. W. Brown of Vernon 


and citizens of Northfield and Mount
